It  is  an  article  of 
supposedly  stable  value,  coined  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  exchange  of  articles 
and  services  of  value  an  easier  transac- 
tion. The  present  economic  structure  makes 
it  impossible  to  do  business  under  the  old 
method  of  barter  and  swap.  The  history  of 
money  is  most  interesting  and  worthy  of 
study,  butwe  have  no  room  for  it  in  these 
pages.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  mer- 
chants and  traders  of  the  long  ago,  tiring 


When  this  business  of  using  a cer- 
tain weight  of  gold  to  represent  so  manj’’ 
ship  loads  of  hides,  wine,  etc.,  etc., 
became  so  involved,  a special  group  of 
men  came  into  being,  called  financiers, 
•whose  business  it  is  to  handle  all  the 
intricate  problems  of  exchange.  In  the 
last  few  years,  finance  has  become  more 
and  moreinvolved,  and  has  become  under- 
standable only  to  those  few  who  make  of 
it  a life-long  study.  Whether  this  maze 
of  intricate  figures  on  the  books,  led- 
gers and  records  of  the  nation  is  neces- 
sary or  not,  one  isn't  quite  sure.  Only 
a few  know  enough  about  the  subject  to 


of  trying  to  carry  on  a successful  busi- 
ness under  the  barter  system  when  the  tran-  change’Tt  without  causing  chaos'and  con- 
sactions  involved  larp  quantities  of  these  few  are  getting  along 

tain  articles,  like  hides  and  wine,  hit  quite  well  under  the  present  system  and 
upon  the  idea  of  letting  a certain  article  therefore  have  no  desire  ta  bring  about 
whose  value  they  knew  and  thou^t  would 


remain  constant  represent  the  carlOcid  of 
hides  or  whatever  it  was.  The  article  was 
usually  small  and  raxe  and  much  easier  to 
handle  than  the  articles  involved  in  the 
transaction.  The  article,  the  medium  of  ex 
change,  at  different  points  through  man’s 
history  has  been  everything  from  arrow- 
heads to  stone  slabs. 

The  world,  up  until  just  recently, 
when  new  schools  of  thou^t  advances  al- 
ternatives, believed  it  had  found  an  al- 
most perfect  medium  of  exchange  - stable,  j 
of  high  value,  easy  to  handle  and  work  - 
in  the  metal,  gold,  and,  to  a less  extent, 
in  silver.  Gold  has  been  the  standard  in 
almost  every  country  in  the  world  for  many 
centuries. 


a change. 

Personally,  the  system  seems  slight- 
ly ridiculous.  In  the  first  place,  gold 
and  silver  are  not  stable.  This  intricate 
maze  of  finance,  with  all  its  associated 
branches  is  dependant  for  its  very  exis- 
tence on  a very  stable,  unfluctuating, 
dependable  medium  of  exchange,  and  cer- 
tainly a metal,  no  matter  haw  rare,  can 
never  maintain  for  any  length  of  time, 
the  stability  that  is  required.  A stroke 
of  the  pick  by- any  one  of  the  thousands 
of  prospectors  in  the  field  may  disclose 
a lode  of  gold  that  would  instantly  lower 
the  metal’s  value  and  make  it  practically 
useless  for  anything  exebpt  ornamental 
purposes.  It  is  fundamentally  necessary 
(continued  on  next  page) 


the  raedim  of  exchange  he  perfectly 
stable  and  as  imnune  as  nan  can  po’s'sihly 
make  it  to  change  and  fluctuation. 

Several  new  schools  of  thought' sug- 
gest that  in  place  of  having  a metal  or 
a commodity  of  any  sort  for  this'  medium, 
a unit  of  energy,  indestructible  and  un- 
fluctuating, be  substituted.  This  idea'  is 
introduced  here  to  show  that  although 
gold  has  been  King  for  many 'centuries  it 
is  not  necessarily  the  best  medium  of  ex- 
phange . 

Todaj'’  gold  is  mined;  is  taken  out  of 
one  hole,  sent  to  the  Treasury  where  the 
miner  is  remunerated  at  the  prevailing < 
rate,  minted  and  putt  ri^t  back  into  a- 
nother  hole.  That  seems ’to  be  gold's 
destiny,  to  go  from  one  hole  to  another. 
The  United  States  is  planning  an  under- 
ground fortress  somewhere  in  the  middle 
of  the  country,  far  from  the  coast  and 
the  possibility  of  loss  by  forei^  in- 
vasion, where  the  gold  in  the  Treasury 
at  Washington  can  be  entombed  and  proper- 
ly guarded;  so  it  is  probable  that  the 
gold  will  be  put  deeper  into  the  groShd 
than  the  depth  from  which  it  ‘was  t aken. 
However,  the  value  of  the  gold  purchased 
is  computed  by  the  treasury  and  paper 
currency  is  issued  to  cover  that  amotint.  ' 
If  the  school  of  inflationists  in  in 
inower,  more  paper  money  will  be  issued 
than  there  is  gold  in  the  Treasury  to 
back  it  up.  The  Subsequent  "cheap  money" 
is  prescribed-  often  to  an  ailing  country 
as  a cure-all  for  its  financial  troubles, 
but  the  thought  often  occurs  that  it  is 
just-  another  game  certain  responsible  men 
have  fotind  to  play  with  other  peoples 
money.  . : 

. This  paper  money  goes  out  in  cir- 
culation and  if  it  is  lucky  passes  from 
hp.nd  to  hand  among  the  laboring  class, 
(continued  in  next  column) 


the  class  whose  financial  condition  in- 
sures constant  circulation.  Eventually 
and  inevitably, However,  it  cones  into 
the  clutches  of  one-  of'  the'-lO^  of  our 
population  who  have  control  over  more  . 
than  855^  of  our  available  money  through 
their  monopolies,  on  certain  necessities. 
Then  the  money  is  salted  away  in  another 
hole  - a .bank,  this  time..  So  much  of 
the  currency  is  hoarded,  banked  away  by 
those  who  have  so  much  they  can't  spend 
it  all,  but  must  deposit  it  and  live  ' 
off  the  interest,  that  there  is  a sub- 
sequent drop  in  monetary  circulation; 
the  small  group  who  have  cornered  the 
necessities  and  the  money  produce  com- 
modities in  great  quantities  until  the 
market  is  flooded  and  the  consumers,  the 
great  mass  of  people,  can  no  longer  b'uj'’ 
and  purchase  because  of  the  stagnated 
money. , The  whole  nation  goes  into  a 
hole  - op  depression.  Factories  close, 
unemployment  increases,  the  market  drops, 
more  factories  close  followed  by  the  banks. 
And  so  on  endlessly,  in  a vieious  circle. 

The  government  and  the  stazbes  make 
spasmodic  attempts  to  prevent  this  by 
their  well  known  and  much  ridiculed  in- 
come tax.  But  the  money  barons 'have  waj’’s 
and  means  of  dodging  this.  William  Ran- 
dolph Hearst,  for  example,  is  moving  out 
of  California  because  the  state  govern- 
ment there  dsered  request  th^  he  turn  over 
to  them  15/J  of  his  $14,000,000  yearly  in- 
come to  help  the  schools  and  the  starving. 

Something  must  be  done,  and  it  is 
certain  that  the  10^  who  are  stagnating 
our  currency  are  not  going  to  do.it.  It's 
up  to  us,  fellows,  its  up!  to  us.
